4 TRAGEDY IN NEW YORK’S STREETS 


Prominent Man Perforated With Balls 
From a Pistol in the Hands of a 
Woman—Her Arrest.

November 22.—Shortly’after 10 


New YORK, 
this morning Stephen L. Pettus, secre- 


tary and treasurer of the Brooklyn Union Ele- 
road, and member of the firm of Pol 
jard, Pettus & Co., of 54 Broad street, in this 
was shot dead in front of 10 alton 
sisest, by Miss Hannah Southworth, who re 
fused to give her address to the police when 
arrested. 

Just before 10 o’clock, while Fulton street 
was crowded with people who bad just landed 
frem the Brooklyn ferryboat, a young woman, 
wearing a sealskin sacque, trimmed with long 
black fur, was seen hurrying along behind 
a well dressed man wearing a derby 
pat. Whenin front of No. 10 she pulled a 
latge Smith & Wesson 38-caliber revolver from 
beneath her dress and fired five shots in quick 
succession at a man in front of her, though he 
fell at the first shot. In fact the woman con- 
tinued firing until every chamber of the 
revolver was emptied as the victim writhed 
and tossed in agony on the sidewalk. The 
woman looking calm and seif-possessed, act- 
ually 

SMILED WITH APPARENT SATISFACTION. 

In a short time a great crowd had gathered, 
attracted to the spot by the repeated pistol fir- 
ing. An officer also made a rush for the place. 
His first impulse was to take the smoking pis- 
tolfrom the woman’s hand. When she saw 
the officer coming, raising berself to her full 
height, and assuming a somewhat dramatic 
position, she hissed out between her teeth, 
pointing at the now cold, lifeless body on the 
sidewalk the while: | 

“That man betrayed me and I have shot 
him. He has ruined me and my family.”’ 

Officer Goodwin did not stop to parley. The 
crowd was becoming greater and greater every 
moment. Taking tlhe woman by the arm tho 
officer led her to a side street. This was ac- 
complished with some difficulty, as the throng 
kept closing in on the officer and his prisoner. 
Finally they reached Old Slip stationhouse, 
where the woman gave her name as Hannah 
Southworth, that she was thirty years of age, 
but she persisted in refusing to give her resi- 
dence. Tothe sergeant at the desk, Miss 
Southworth repeated the statement that the 


dead man had betrayed her and ruined her 
and her family. Then the woman was locked 


u 

Diciee this trying ordeal Miss Southworth 
never winced, but on the contrary she appear- 
ed to become, if possible, more calm and dig- 
nified. 

EXAMINING THE BODY. 

While this was going on the dead body of the 
murdered man still lay where it fell, riddled 
with bullets. Willing hands, however, as soon 
as they recovered from the first shock, carried 
the body into atea store at No. 10. An ambu- 
lance from Chambers street hospital was sum- 

moned, but before it arrived Mr. Pettus had 
breathed his last. A few minutes later officers 
from Oid Slip station arrived and the remains 
were placed upon a stretcher and brought to 
the stationhouse. When searched several let- 
ters were found in the pockets addressed to 
Stephen L. Pettus, 54 Broad street. 

An examination of the body shows that all 
fiveofthe bullets had taken effect. Three 
bullets had lodged in his back, une in his neck 
andonein his right side. Either one of the 
bullets would have caused death. 

Hannah Southworth, who committed the 
marder, is the woman who attacked Peltus in 
front of the elevated railway office at 95 Clin- 
ton street, Brooklyn, abouta year ago. She 
was arrested at the time and taken before the 
late Jndge Walsh, who placed her under bond 
to keep the peace. 

THE STORY OF PETTUS’S CRIME. 

The coroner committed Mrs. Southworth to 
the city prison until Tuesday at 10 o’clock, 
when she would be given a hearing. She was 
taken tothe prison in a cab, attended by the 
officer who arrested her. According to the 
story told by one of her friends, Mrs. South- 
Worth is a native of Louisville, Ky. Her 
father's name was Martin. At the time the 
family left Louisville, Mrs. Southworth was a 
little girl, and is now about thirty-five years 
old, She isdlescehded on her mother’s side 
from a race of women long remarkable for ex 
treme beauty, her mother, Mrs. Martiu, and her 
aunt, the late Mrs. S. H. Tarrey being ladies 
tspecialiy noted in this particular in their 
youth. Mrs. Southworth herself grew up con- 
spicious likewise for her personal beauty. She 
Was married in 1877, at Geneva, New York. to 

ick Southworth, a banker, who died 
two years later. A few years after Mrs. South- 
Worthcame to Brooklyn to live with her 
mother and two brothers. It was soon after

time she decided, at the instance of Pettus, in 


vrder to protect the name of her widowed 
mother, to consent to have a criminal opera 

tion performed. After having been dosed by 
medicine for weeks without successful result, 
she was sent to an interior city in this state, 
where, at a hotel among utter strangers, she 
was attended by a physician, under whose care 
for weeks she lay hovering between life and 
death. She was at length restored to a 

shadow of her fermerself, covered with shame, 

her life wrecked and her physical health irre 

trievably broken. 

In order to avoid exposure at the time ofthe 
outrage, Pettus, it ts alleged, made the most 
profuse promises of substantial provision for 
her, Finally, on March 28th of this year, Mrs. 
Southworth made an attack upon Pettus with 
an umbrella in a Brooklyn elevated var and on 
May 16th she was arrested while waiting for 
Pettus at one of the stations of an elevated 
road in Brooklyn. Many times sincethe wo- 
man has been seen in vicinity of the Pettus 
house and office. 


THE CRONIN MURDER TRIAL. 


Witnesses Correct Previous Testimony—Ar- 
rest of a Witness. 


Cuicaao, November 22.—Budenbender, wit- 
ness from Hoboken, N. J., who yesterday tes 
tified that it was not a white horse which took 
Dr. Cronin away May 4th, is under arrest. 
After court adjourned this afternoon Officer 
Lyndviile, with his prisoner, was at the corner 
of Clark and Michigan streets, going to the 
state’s attorney’s office, when Mr. Qualey, one 
of the counsel for the defense, and Mr. For- 
rest’s clerk, endeavored to take the prisoner 
away. Acrowd soon collected, but the pris- 
oner was safely landed iu the state’s attorney’s 
office. As be was ascending the steps on the 
west side of the criminal court building, Qua- 
lev shouted to Budenbender that he would be 
taken care of, and to keep his mouth shut. 

IN THE COURTROOM. 

Cuicaao, Nevember 22.—At the Cronin trial 
today the first witness was Mrs. Paulina 
Noertel, the woman who created a sensation 
in her testimony for the prosecution by telling 
how she saw aman whose description tallied 
with that of Dr. Cronin enter the Carlson cot- 
tage on the night of the murder. She was re 
called for further cross-examination. She 
testified that her husband puta new lock on 
the door of their house previous to May 4th, 
the day of the murder, in arder to keep her 
out. 

The next witness was August Salzan. He 
testified that he helped Hoertel put a new lock 
on the door after May 8th. Witness had 
worked at five or six places here during the 
past two years, but could not remember the 
names of any of them or when he began or quit 
work at any place. 

Jehn Stift, a policeman, was recalled, and 
corrected his testimony that it was Monday 
morning, the sixth of May, when he issued the 
order to find out what horses went out from 
the livery stable. 

Jacob Lowenstein, member of the police 
force from 1883 to May, 1889, and a partner of 
Coughlin’s on the police force from 1887 to the 
time witmess was discharged, gave considerable 
testimony tending to show the enmity which 
existed between John C. Garrity, one of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, and Coughlin. 
After this testimony, the court took a recess 
until 3 o’clock, to take the deposition of 
Lynch, distiiler, who is ill. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, Mr. 
Forrest; for the defense, asked that the jury be 
excluded from the room. When this was 
done he breught up the matter of the taking of 
Witness Budenbender on a forthwith subpeena 


- to the state’s attorney’s office during the court’s 


recess. He said that Budenbender, after tes— 
tifying as to the color of the horse which drew 
Dr. Cronin away, yesterday afternoon, was 
served with a subpoena to appear as.a witness 
on behalf of the state; that he (Forrest) 
called on the state’s attorney last evening and 
told him he would keep Buden- 
bender in the city tillthe state had finished 
with him; that the state’s attorney this morn- 
ing notified him that he would want Buden- 
bender in court this afternoon, and that he did 
not care to see him before that time.» In spite 
of this stipulation, however, Mr. Forrest said 
Budenbender had been forcibly and illegally, 
and in the faceof a protest on behalf of the 
defense, taken tothe states attorney’s office 
during the recess of the court. He submitted 
that everybody connected with the affair was 
guilty of contempt of court. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker saffl that he 
had thought it advisable to have Budenbender 
summoned in the regular way, outside of the 
court. He understood that an officer hada 
subpoena last evening before the talk with Mr. 
Forrest, and that this person bad been looking 

‘for Budenbender since that time. The state’s 
attorney said he knew nothing about this offi- 
cer beyond that, and the fact that the witness 
was brought in. He Knew nothing of the 
matter until after it had occurred, and was 
sorry that it had taken place. 

Judge McConnell said: 

‘That the officer, or whoever was guilty of 
the outrage, if the outrag@ was committed, is 
to be punished in some manner if he laid forc- 
ible hands on the witness, and if this court can 
reach the offender, after being satisfied that 
such is the case, whether police officer or not, 
they will be punished.”’ 

After Budenbender had told his story of the 
arrest and statements by the officer who ar- 
rested him and others, the court decided that 
the matter was not one of contempt of court, 
but expressed the opinion that it was an outrage 
on the personal liberty of Buadenbender to take 
him as if he were a prisoner on a mere sub- 
pena. The court then adjourned for the day. 


EDGEFIELD IS IMPROVING. 


Convictionof White Men for Murder—The 
Virst in Many Years. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., November 22.—([Spe- 
cial.}—A strange thing has occurred in this 
state. A white jury in Edgetield county has 
actually convicted two white murderers, and 
the entire state is excited on the subject. The 
edge of the sensation is a little blunted, how- 
ever, by a recommendation to mercy and the 
governor will probably pardon them or at 
least commute the sentence to imprisonment. 
The murder was almost as bad as the Jones in 
cident. The murderers was William Carpen- 
ter and W. Murrell, riding along the public 
road when their victim, Martin Younce, an 
inoffensive and industrious young farmer 
came up as is the custom in the country, he 
bid the gentlemen good evening. The mur- 
derers at once drew revolvers and opened fire 
on the young man. Younce \begged them in 
God’s name not to murder him, but both men 
continued to shoot until the barrels in both 
pistols were emptied, and Younce died. The 
jury recommended the prisoners to mercy. It 
is the same jary that failed to agree in the 


gcclebrated Jones case tried last week. 


A FIGHTIN THE WOODS.

Raveieu, N. C., November 22.—{Special.}—

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WRECKED BY SNOW 


A TERRIFIC STORM RAGING IN 
MONTANA, 


SEVERAL SERIOUS RAILROAD WRECKS | 


The People Hemmed In by the Snow—All 
Rallroad Trayel Impeded and Great 
Damage’to Property Feared. 


MINNEAPOtrs, Minn., November 22.—A 
Journal's special from Missoula, Mont., says: 
A terific snow storm struck here about five | 


o’clock this morning and is still raging in all - 


its fury. All trains on the Northern Pacific 
road have been blocked and twoserious wrecks 
reported near Bonner, a town about seven 
miles east of here, on the banks of Hell Gate 
river. Several trainmen were injured and a 
special train containing physicians and local 
railroad officials have gone to the scene of 
the wreck. This isthe third wreck that has 
occurred at that place during the past three 
weeks. 

LATER—Two more serious wrecks, in all 
probability more serious than the first men- 
tioned, occurred avest of here. It is impossi- 
ble to ascertain full particulars at this hour. 


THE SHIP WENT DOWN. 


Collision of a Steamship With a Schooner— 
Fifteen Lives Lost. 

New Yorg, November 22.—The Old Domin- 
ion steamship Manhattan, which left this city 
for West Point, Va., at 4 o’clock last Tuesday 
afternoon, with thirty-five passengers, collided 
with the schooner Agnes Manning, from Bal- 
timore for New York, and went to the bottom. 
At least fifteen lives are supposed to have 
been lost. The first information of the dis- 
aster was given inan Associated Press dispatch 
from New London, at the company’s office 
The information received pointed to the fact 
that probably over twenty people have been 
lost. The vesseil’s crew numbered thirty-seven. 
She also carried three steerage passengers. 
The names of only a few of'the crew are 
known to the Old Dominion people. The 
manager of the company said that vessels on 
his line exchange crews at the end of each 
trip, and it was impossible to state which of 
the employes of the company were on board 
the Manhattan. 

The Manhattan was valued at $150,000 and 
there was no insurance on her. She carried a 
very small cargo—only 146 tons of general 
merchandise, principally groceries and dry 
goeds. The Manhattan was a wooden vessel 
schooner-rigged, of 1,155 tons burden, and was 
built at Chester, Pa., in 1879. 

The fact that the schooner with which the 
steamer collided has arrived at Philadelphia, 
comparatively safe, and makes no report of 
the loss of life, or the sinking of the other 
vessel, suggests the fear that most of the 
Manhattan’s crew have been drowned. Be- 
sides, the captain of the schooner reports that 
the commander of the steamer refused to give 
the name of his vessel when signalled to do so 
by the captain of the Manning. 

Fenwick Island, where the collision oc- 
curred, ison the Delaware coast and on the 
dividing line between Delaware and Maryland. 
Itis twenty miles south of Cape Henlopen. 
This is the second vessel lost by collision by 
the Old Dominion company in less than a 
month’s time. On the 29th of October last 
their steamer Cleopatra was sunk off Delaware 
capes by colliding with the steamboat Crystal 
Wave. Happily, no lives were lost then. 

New Lonpon, Conn., November 22.—The 
revenue steamer, Dexter, arrived this morning 
with Captain Jenney and fourteen of the 
crew of the Old Dominion steamer Manhat- 
tan, also the dead bedy of Chief Engineer 
Hayden. The captain reports as follows: 

The steamer was bound for West Point, Va., 
from New York. Wednesday morning when 
off Fenwick Island light, coast of Maryland, 
was run into by unknown four master schooner, 
and the Manhattan sunk soon after. Those 
brought here on the Dexter managed to get in- 
to a life boat, save Mr. Hayden, who was 
drowned. The rest of the crew and three pas- 
sengers, nineteen all told, got on the life raft 
and it is not known whether they have been 
saved or not. 

Note. —The above is probably the steamer in 
collision with the schooner Alice Manning, 
Baltimore for New York that arrived at Phila- 
delphia yesterday in a damaged condition. 

Ali On Board Perished. 


Drain, Oregon, November 22.—The tug 
Feariess, of Coos bay, Captain James Hill 
commanding, ran on the north spit at the 
mouth of Umpqua river Tuesday evening and 
soon went to pieces, not one of the crew or pas-

Explosion of Dynamite. 

BrrMInGHAM, Ala.,» November 22.—[Spe- 
cial.] -The premature explosion of a heavy 
charge of dynamite in a rock out on the Brier- 
field, Blocton and Birmingham railroae, forty 
miles south of here, yesterday afternoon, killed 
three negro laborers and seriously injured 
Fosaman Tees McDonald. The four men were 
putting in the charge when it exploded, and 
all of them were blown some distance away. 
McDonald was badly hurt about the head and 
face and may lose his eyesight. The names of 
the negroes killed have not been learned. 

Killed by the Storm. 

Rarrion, N. C., November 22.—[Special.] 
Information comes from Aurora, a town 
twenty-five miles east of Newberne, that the 
dwelling house of Dick Phillips, colored, was 
demoli in the cyclone yesterday and Phil- 
lips and five children killed. Many others in 
that section were ro gy and the damage to 
property is considerable. 


Suit Against the Georgia Pacific. 


Birmincuam, Ala., November 22.—[Spe 
cial.]|—Thomas B. Davis, a young white man 
twenty-six years old, formerly a brakeman on 
the Georgia Pacific railroad, has sued the com- 
pany for $50,000 damages. Davis, while rid - 
ing on fop of acar, in the discharge of, his 
duties, last November, was struck by a pro- 
jecting rock inacut. He alleges in his bill 
that by reason of that injury his heart, intes- 
tines and entire interior mechanism was mis- 
placed. He will prove by physicians that his 
heart is now on the right side of his body, and 
that his bowels have been turned around. 
Physicians say his heart-beats can be plainly 
felt and h on the right side of his chest. 
From a robust man of 170 pounds weight Davis 
has dwindled to a mere shadow of his former 
self. Itis belleved to be the first case on 
record where a man survived such a derange- 
ment of his vital organs.

END OF A FAST LIFE. 


A Dissipated Young Man Found Froren in 
the Streets. 


Raeron, N. C., November 22.—[Special.]— 
A handsome young man of twenty-one years—Rob- 
ert Lee—a wayward, impulsive son, had a nature 
buoyant and generous and easy to imbibe the color 
of his surroundings and associates. His intemper. 
ance led to his tragic end last night near Shelby. 
He was crazed with whisky all day, and went toa 
barroom, where he imbibed more, and that night 
he froze to death near the roadside. This morning 
a colored m@sfound him a gorpse within 150 yards 
of a dwelling. He fell on his face at full length fm 
a vailey, and that night he moaned and groaned 
as the cold rain washed the sand against bis 
prostrate form. His groans were heard 
by a family, but their fears prevented their going to 
the rescue, His life might have been saved. At noon 
a heart-broken father, W. C. Lee, an honorable 
citizen, heard the news at his home, sixteen miles 
distant, Ona ficet steed he rushed to the corpse 
and kneeling beside his wayward disobedient son, 
with tears he said: 

“Ab, ah, Bobbie; I told you of this yesterday 
morning.” 

With sadness, he tenderly lifted his boy and with 
the aid of friends he started home: 


Caught at Last

RUMORS vf AN UPRISING IN CUBA 
CAUSE A SENSATION 


IN THE CAPITALS OF EUROPE 


Havana Authorities Deny That There Is 
Any Political Excitement on the 
Island and the Ramor Is Untrue. 


Lonpon, November 22.— Persistent rumors 
are afioat in London today to the effect that 
there is a revolution in progress in the island 
of Cuba. Dispatches from Paris report that 
tho same rumors are current there and are ex- 
citing attention. So far it has been impossible 
to trace the rumors to any definite source, and 
the assumption is that they have spruug up 
through the belief that the peaceful revolution 
in Brazil would be likely to exert a powerful 
influence with the discontented republican 
element in Cuba. 

The fact that there is a strict censorship of 
news messages at Havana, makes it possible 
for a revolutionary movement to get under 
way in the island before any definite intelli- 
gence Can reach the outside world. While the 
ru are not credited, news agencies are re-

Aking vigorous efforts to ran them down 

to get direct intelligence from Havana as to 
the actual condition of affairs. 

New York, November 22.—The Associated

Blandford, J.—1. hen a traveler arrives 
at the depot and is met by one who is the por- 
ter ofaninn, hotel, or house kept for the ac- 
commodation of transient guests, wayfarers 
and travelers, who indicates to the traveler a 
certain conveyance by which he can go to such 
place or not, and the traveler delivers to him 
his baggage or the check therefor, the traveler 
is thereby a guest of such inn, hotel or house, 
so far as to render the proprietor thereof liable 
for the safe keeping or redelivery of the same; 
the liability of the proprietor commences from 
the timo ofthe delivery of the baggage or 
check to the porter. All that the traveler 
must do is to assure himself that the person 
representing himself as such porter is in fact 
the porter of the house. 

(a) The innkeeper cannot escape liability by 
evidence that the porter was not authorized to 
receive baggage, checks for baggage, or guests, 
at the depot, his duty being simply to adver- 
tise the hotel and suggest it tostrangers, where 
it is not shown that the traveler knew of any 
such limitation upon the porter’s authority, 
but simply knew he was the porter of the 
hotel.

The whole county was outraged, and 
Bryan’s friends resolved to deal with the assassin 
snhimmarily, if caught, In about six weeks the brute 
was caught and was hung and put in a lime

The empire of Brazil has turned itself in- 
to a free and independent republic—the 
United States of Brazil—without firing a 
gun or shedding a drop of blood. 

What has occurred in Brazil is likely to 
occur elsewhere under favorable conditions. 
The progress of popular education and the 
extension of suffrage in liberal monarchies, 
together with the persistent agitation of 
home rule, have familiarized the people 
with the idea of self-government, The 
masses no longer believe that the classes 
have any just claims to exceptional privi- 
leges, and they no longer believe in the 
divine right of kings. 

The sigus of the times point to the break- 
ing up of the English monarchy. In Canada 
many leading ‘politicians and newspapers 
openly advocate a Canadian republic. They 
believe that their declaration of independ- 
ence would not be followed by an attempt 
to re-establish British rule. The proximity 
of the American republic, with its moral and 
perhaps material support, would cause the 
mother country to be exceedingly cautious 
about resorting to coercive measures. 

In Australia, too, the leaven is working. 
The Australians, like the Canadians, are 
thousands of miles away from their present 

capital. They are practically a new nation. 
They have grown up under American con- 
ditions, and have enjoyed so much inde- 
pendence that they naturally thirst for more. 
Already they are formulating a separation 
scheme, which will be submitted in due time 
for the indorsement of the crown. 

The action of Brazil will give a new im- 
petus to these republican revolutionists.

Rev. R. 8. Barrett Transports an Interested 
Audience to Russia—The Wilds and the 
Cities. 

Rev: Dr. Barrett performed last night the 
achievement of annihilating the six thousand 
miles which separate Atlanta from Russia. 
With the aid of a stereopticon and his own 


| graghic powers of description he took the iarge 


audience, which gathered at the Second Bap- 
tist church, to the land of the czar, and showed 
them the country as he saw ita few months 


ago. 
After being introduced by Dr. McDonald, 
Dr. Barrett ordered all the lights out, and, 
standing on one side of the brilliant square 
cast on the white curtain by the stereopticon, 
he began the voyage. Aftera brief mention 
of Finland he arrived at the mouth of the 
Neva. He described the country stretching 
from the coast of the Gulf of Finland up to 
the modern capital of Russia as being one 
immense marsh. He produced the excellent 
pictures of himself standing on the deck of 
the steamer, and then he showed the outskirts 
of the city which Peter the Great founded in a 
swamp and which contains more magnificent 
palaces and churches than any city in Europe’ 

Dr. Barrett then said he would give the au- 
dience some idea of the inhabitants of Russia, 
and the pictures of different types of the peo- 
ple were thrown on the curtain. As one pic- 
ture followed the other Dr. Barrett had some 
interesting story to tellof each, He explained 
the customs and the habits of the nation he 
was describing and then passed on to the 
homes they lived in. 

He told of the cottage of the peasant and the 
palace of the czar and showed the exterior of 
the Winter palace, and other magnificent 
buildings. He explained that he had been un- 
able to secure pictures to be taken as it was 
forbidden by the police to do so. The churches 
formed one of the features of the lecture, and 
Dr. Barrett suid it was worth taking the long 
journey to St. Petersburg, if it were necessary 
to return the next day, only to hear the mag- 
nificent singing in St. Isaacs church.

Value of the Cotton Crop. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, as a relief 
from the force and pressure of the recent 
republican defeats, announces that cotton 
has lost its scepter, and it proceeds to give 
the figures on which its assertion js based, 
‘These figures are interesting apart from the 
use to which the Globe-Democrat puts 
them. It says: ; 

The value of the cotton cropof the present year, 
estimated on the most trustworthy figures of yield 
multiplied by the average market prices, is about 
$350,000,000 or $360,000,000. This is far above the 
valuation assigned tothe yield of 1888 or any pre- 
vious year. It is still, however, much below that 
of some other agricultural products. The corn crop 
of last year was worth about $677,000,000, according 
to the figures of the experts, and that of 1889 is 
Placed at $525,000,000 or $535,000,000. The wheat yield 
of this year will probably bring $400,000,000, or per- 
haps $10,000,000 or $15,000,000 in excess of this 
amount. Hay has averaged about $376,000,000 in 
walue in recent years, up to 1889, but the figures for 
this year are not yetto hand. It is reasonably cer- 
tain, though, that hay, as well as wheat and corn, 
stands ahead of cotton in consumptive value, 

There are two or three elements entering 
into these figures that the Globe-Democrat 
does not take into consideration. In the 
first place, when it says that the cotton crop 
of last year was worth $360,000,000, it means 
that the crop sold for that much cash. But 
when it says that the corn crop of the same 
year was worth $677,000,000, it means that.

A NEW ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY. 
Atlanta Can Have One if She Wants It—Mr. 
W. W. Faller Talks. 

Atlanta is to have a new electric light com- 

pany if she wrnts one. 

Mr. W. W. Fuller, of the Merchants’ EHlec- 
tric Light and Power company, is in the city to 
organize a company for the purpose of furnish- 
ing electric lights of 1,200 candle power. Lights 
of this size, he says, will be ample in illum- 
inating power for any store or office, and can 
be furnished at a much less expense than the 
ordinary 2,000 candle power arc light now in 
use here. 

The Merchant’s Electric Light company, of 
Birmingham, now furnishes the 1,200 candle 
power light at twenty-five cents a night up to 
12 o’clock, while the price of the 2,000 candle 

ower light is forty cents. A light slightly 
ess than 1,200 candle power can be furnished 
for eighteen cents. 

The project is to raise a stock mae with 
$25,000 capital, the merchants of Atlanta 
taking something over half the stock, 
aud 46 Mr. Fuller and =his_ Birming- 
ham friends taking the remainder. [If 
necessary they are willing to take half the 
stock. Hesaysthe Birmingham Merchants’ 
Light and Power company doubled the number 
of lights in the city, and the two companies 
are now running on steadily. He thinks it 
willenable a great many merchants to use 
electric lights who do not need 2,000 candle 
power, aud do not care to pay that much ex- 
pense. 

The plan is to open books for subscri 
tion in amounts from $50 to $1,000. oO 
one will be allowed to take more than the lat- 
ter sum, as it is desired to get as many mer- 
chants as possible interested in the company. 
Each patron of the company who takes one or 
more lights will get a share of the stock and 
draw the dividends on it as long as he remains 
a patron of the company. ; 

r, Fuller says the Merchants’ Light and 
Power company has paid fourteen per cent on 
its capital, and a similar company would do 
the same or better in Atlanta.

THE SECRET BALLOT. 

Mr. Litchman, the former treasurer of the

He next passed 
tothe ballot box where fiue inspectors were 
stationed and piaced the ballot in the box. A 
wheel was turned wl.ich made a broad blue 
mark across the ticket as it slid into the recep- 
tacle. Only the tickets bearing this mark 
were counted, Mr. Litchman said_ that 
though a manufaeturer might not speak to his 
men about politics, by the old system he was 
always represented at the polls, and the men 
were afraid to vote in opposition to his wishes. 
The convention pledged itself to use every 
effort to have this systein generallv. adopted.
